Strained appetites of the farmers 
of Sherman county rather than the 
actual destruction of the corn crop 
by the phea sants are believed by

Warden J enkins returned Sa tur­ 
day 
afternoon 
from I.oup 
City 
where he attended a meeting of 321 
Sherman county farmers who had 
c.alled him there In protest against 
alleged depradatlons f>f pheasants. 
Among the entire three hundred 
and 
twenty-one 
fa rmers 
at 
the 
meeting the phea sa nts had only two 
friends, 
Mr. 
J enkins 
said. 
The 
others were up In arms and 
de­ 
manded a w’holesale killing of the 
birds, 
which they 
claimed 
were 
working destruction 
in the 
corn­ 
fields. They declared tha t the birds 
were 
eating 
the seed 
corn 
ami 
young pla nts as fa.st as it could be 
planted, 
War(ien 
J enkins .sugge.sted 
two 
remedies, one that the farmers aid 
him in trapping the liirds nex t w in ­ 
ter and second, that thev a ttempt to 
have a bill put through the 
nex t 
legislature allowing an open aeitson 
and the killin.g of the pheasants. 
The first plan wa s not accepted 
with a ny enthusiasm, the warden 
said, and the farmers wa nted to be 
paid a bounty for trapping them. 
Neither did they care for the sec­ 
ond plan for fear outside sportsmen 
would come into the county for the 
shooting. 
‘‘The whole thing simmers down, 
in mv opinion,” said Mr. J enkins, 
‘‘to 
one thing—the farmers 
there 
want 
permission 
to 
shoot 
these 
pheasants for their own sport and 
the 
pleasure 
of 
some 
delicious 
pheasant dinners of which the $100 
fine provided by the la w now d e­ 
prives them. 
To hear them talk 
one would think the phea sants are 
to 
blame 
for 
hail, dry 
weather, 
measles and whooping cough.” 
Following the meeting the W'ar- 
den 
proceeded to investiga te 
the 
situation himself. 
Taking a gun 
he started out 
into the fields 
to 
kill 
a few of 
birds and 
ex amine 
them to determine just wha t they 
were eating. 
‘‘I had to travel n'ne miles berore 
I could find a bird.” said Mr. J en­ 
kins. 
Of the four I ex amined only 
one had e.aten corn and that did 
not look like seed corn. 
The others 
had eaten cutworms, bugs, grass, 
alfalfa and grass seeds.” 
Mr. J enkins has come to the con­ 
clusion that it is probably 
not so 
much the. damage to the crops that 
is Irking the farmers of fsherm.an 
countv as their strained appetites. 
He will, however, attempt to move 
the birds from Sherman county if 
the farmers are insista nt 
in their 
demands.

The 
greater difficulty, perhaps, is in making residents here 
realize that the Nebraska manufacturer who may be 
his own neighbor is turning out as cheap and excellent 
materials as can be purchased in big cities far off.

stylo of architecture and seemed 
hardly a p art of the little cabined 
village. Its high p eak ed gable, tr im ­

neath the p eak of the gable gives 
it a more finished ap p earance than 
w as enjoyed by most houses of that 
day. 
. Storm.s have beat up on this house, 
sum m er sun has burned It, and tli'e 
winds of years have buffeted it, bu t 
it is as strong today as six ty y ears 
ago, or it was until the hand of the 
destroyer touched it. The style Is 
not modern, but the house 
could 
stand for twice seventy years on 
K earney hill. 
The boards. In contrast to tlio.se 
of today, were tdaced vertically and 
were about a foot wide and 16 feet 
long. 
Tliey did not overlap , but 
the crack s were covered w ith other 
small boards about four inches wide. 
The.se small boards are m ore than 
an inciil thick and so hard tha t they 
were torn aw ay w ithout crack ing 
or sp lintering. 
T here’s not much of the house left 
now but a foundation and a coup le 
of magnificent stone chim neys tha t 
led from the three great, firep lace.s. 
The nam e of the contractor 
to 
whom the boards were consigned 
from the .south for transp ortation 
up the river are scrawled on the 
boards. 
The doors are heavy m a s ­ 
sive affalr.s, never seen today in tlie 
building of ordinary homes, arul 
seldom seen in the most ex p ensive 
houses. 
Only a foundation and a ooup l« 
of stone chimneys out of the old 
and historic house? 
No! • 
Not strictly a hart of Iho house, 
but outliving it, outliving the m an 
who p ut them there, outliving the 
scries of owners are two sp lendid 
old oak s, rising m any feet tnto the 
air and guarding the llltlo house. 
They are not to bo touched, these 
p ioneers of N ebrask a life, and they 
may outlive the new house tha t is 
coming 
in the 
p lace 
of

Black ’.s. 
Old Material to Be Used. 
F or a new home is to rise on the 
site of the old one, hut It will not 
be entirely new, for thn Ingenuity 
of three women Is p reserving the 
bone and m uscle of tho old 
h o u se. 
If they can not save the he a rt and 
soul of It. 
Fred Boomer recenlly bought this 
p rop erty fiom Samuel Thomp son, 
who has lived in the house for more 
than thirty 
years. 
Mr, Boerner 
believes that Mr. Thomp son bought 
the house and ground of Sam C al­

having been aroused from their sleep. But that was 
not enough. This inflated minion of the law thought 
his badge gave him license to Insult and abuse Mr. 
Kobb and to pry into matters which were no con- 
cern of his. 
America needs protection against the lawless law 


enforcement officer as well as the law violator. 


Both are equally menacing to the perpetuity of 


American Institutions and. If anything, the police of- 
ficial who tramples the constitutional rights of citi- 
zens under his foot is the worst offender of the two 
berkuse he does It under- the badge of sovereign 
authority.

eenth amendment to the constitution. But since when 
,was his crime an offense punishable by death? What 
sanction of law did that officer have for firing that 
fatal shot? The established law of this country for- 
bids even an officer from taking a life unless his own 
has been nlaced In Jeopardy and he is fighting w.tl, 
"his back to the wall." 
There are so many instances of law violation by 


those who take a solemn oath to uphold- constltu- 
tional processes. 
Men arc thrown into jail and held for long periods 


of time without the formality of a charge being 
placed against them so they may know what they 
are expected to 
answer. 
They 
are clubbed and 


beaten to force them Into damaging admissions of 
KUilt 
They are denied the privileges of legal coun- 


sel or conference with relatives. They are deprived 
of their liberties—of their constitutional rights — 
upon the suspicion that they may have committed 


a EveTas crime has Increased, so has the lawless- 
ness of those who sock to curb It. A man's home 
Is no longer his castle. Officers break Into it. with- 
out warrant of law. and scatter Its contents upon the 
floors. T.hey abuse those who live in It. There Is a 
fanaticism in this effort to enforce prohibition whicn 
causes some ot those who administer the law to be 
its worst offenders. 


pas». Every community had Its distributor of these 
favors and this henchman was depended upon to see. 
that his town or county cast its vote for the candi- 
dates approved by the particular railroad represented 
by him.

FRANCE RETURN* TO FINANCIAL SANITY.

lance Minister Caillaux of France proposes to apply 


r the purpose of reviving and stabilizing the cur- 
ncy of that country. The first feature of his policy 
that the French government shall live within Its 
come—that is, it shall not spend more than It col- 
cts.

Caillaux has been called the French "wizard of 
nance," but there Is nothing In this program which 
avors of wlzardy or making money grow on bushes 
y some magic process. It is nothing but good busl- 
ess and common sense. The plan is the same as 
iv Individual or business organization must follow 


order to keep square with the world. 
France tried almost everything else before recoil- 
ling herself to the doctrine of "Pay as you go." 
irst, she was going to make Germany furnish the 
ish to repair her devastated regions. Falling to get 
tie expected remittances, she sent armies into the 
uhr region for the purpose of forcing Germany to 
ay; but in the course of a few months she found 
bis was costing more than it yielded in revenue. 
Government printing presses were kept at work 


urntng out paper francs until the total amount in 
rculation recalled several billions more than the law 
uthorlzed. Naturally enough, this caused the market 
alue of the franc to decline steadily. Efforts were 
iade two or three times to restore the franc by bor- 
>wing money from New York to pay the yearly de- 
cits, but of course they gave only temporary relief 
nd left the situation In the end worse than before.

When 
ranee gets back upon a cash basis and is able to 
ay her bills as they accrue, her credit will improve 
nd the world at large will feel more confidence in. 
er intention and her ability ultimately to take care 
f large debts she is owing abroad. 
The United States passed through much the sama 
xperlence following the civil war, when her green- 
ack currency went down to 30 cents on the dollar, 
t took about the same length of time for this coun- 
ry to get its feet planted on financial bedrock as It 
M for France to learn the lesson. 
Germany has 


een through a similar financial spree since the world 
ar, from which It Is beginning to recover. 
France is to be congratulated on the formulation 
f Minister Calllaux's policy, which recognizes the 
Id principle that the way to get ahead In the world 
s by saving rather than by squandering.

Phi Beta Kappa is one of the oldest of American 


nstitutions. 
It came into existence in the days of 


'homas Jefferson at William and Mary college, al- 
hough it was not formally launched until several 
'ears after the great advocate of democratic prln- 
Iples had finished his collegiate training. Phi Beta 
£appa now exists In a hundred educational instltu- 
lons and its membership embraced 65,761 men and 
women in 1922, of whom 40,820 are living. The Ne- 
braska chapter has been in existence since 1896 and 
has a membership of over 500 men and women. 


There are so many circumstances which appeal to 


he imagination In connection with the projected me- 
morial. William and Mary is the second oldest col- 
ege in the United States. It gave George Washing-

Harding and Coolldge, Is so well 
known to the world as the man 
whose 
service in the World 
"War 


was the feeding of millions of starv- 
ing and orphaned children that few 
can 
picture him as 
having 
been 


himself 
fatherless and 
motherless 


before he reached his teens. 
He was born in a Quaker com- 


munity which comprised most of 
West Branch, Iowa, in 1874. 
His 


father, Jease Clark Hoover, a black- 
smith, died in 1SSO, and his mother, 
Huldah Mlnthorn Hoover, an active 
church 
worker 
who 
became 
a 


preacher after the death of her hus- 
band, passed away In 1884. So Her- 
bert Hoover, one of the three chil- 
dren, was an 
orphan in his tenth 


year. 


After living with various kindly 
aunts and uncles in the middle west, 
he went to Newburg, •Oregon, to be- 
come one of the 
family 
of John 


Mlnthorn, his mother's 
brother, a 


country doctor and principal of the 
Pacific academy there. But John 
Minthorn presently moved to Salem, 
Oregon, to go into land business and 
Herbert. Hoover was given into .the 
custody of his Grandfather Mln- 
thorn. 
Grandfather Minthorn was a very 


strict displinarlan. From all reports 
the orphan was not very happy with 
him. But about this time there ap- 
peared a person who seems to have 
perceived that Herbert Clark Hoov- 
er had qualities which would take 
him a long way in the 
world. He 


tlie first, apparently, to take 
stock of the 
youth—Herbert 


now fourteen—and. he altered 
the 


whole course of his career. 
This person "was a- friend of the- 
boy's father, Jesse Clark Hoover. 
On his way from Iowa to look over 
a mine he owned In Eastern Oregon 
be stopped over in Newburg to see 
Herbert Hoover. Between- the times 
when the lad was at school or do- 
ing chores, they visited together.

Th e first feature of h is policy 
is th a t th e Fren ch govern m en t sh all live w ith in Its 
in come—th at Is, it sh all n ot spen d more th an it col­ 
lects. 
Th e secon d is th a t tax es sh all be levied s uf ­ 
ficien t to brin g In to th e n ation al treasury th e r e ­ 
quired amoun t. 
Calllaux h as been called th e Fren ch "wizard of 
fin an ce.” but th ere Is n oth in g in th is program wh ich 
savors of w lzardy or m akin g mon ey grow on bush es 
by some magic process. 
It Is n oth in g but good b usi­ 
n ess an d common sen se. 
Th e plan la th e sam e as 
an y in dividual or busin ess organ ization m ust follow 
in order to keep square with th e world. 
Fian ce tried almost every th in g else before recon ­ 
cilin g h erself to th e doctrin e of “Pay as y ou go.” 
First, sh e was goin g to make G erm an y furn ish th e 
cash to repair h er devastated region s. 
Failin g to get 
th e ex pected rem ittan ces, sh e sen t arm ies In to th e 
Ruh r region for th e purpose of forcin g G erm an y to 
pay ; but in th e course of a few m on th s sh e foun d 
th is was costin g more th an it y ielded In reven ue. 
Govern men t prin tin g presses were kept a t w ork 
turn in g out paper fran cs un til th e total am oun t In 
circulation recalled several billion s more th an th e law 
auth orized. N aturally en ough , th is caused th e m arket 
value of th e fran c to declin e steadily . 
Efforts were 
made two or th ree times to restore th e fran c by b or­ 
rowin g mon ey from New York to pay th e y early de ­ 
ficits, but of course th ey gave on ly tem porary relief 
an d left th e situation in th e en d worse th an before. 
As a last resort, Fran ce sum mon ed its on ce ex iled 
statesm an to take ch arge of th e depleted fin an cial 
sy stem an d see w h at h e could do to pull it out of 
th e h ole. 
An d Cailluux , tacklin g th e problem In a 
spirit of determin ation , n ow In forms h is govern m en tal 
colleagues an d th e coun try at large th at th ere are 
on ly two ex pedien ts by wh ich th is can be accom ­ 
plish ed—econ omy an d tax ation . 
It will be n ecessary 
to cut down th e ex pen ditures of th e govern m en t all 
alon g th e lin e. 
At th e sam e time, th e people m ust 
ex pect to m ake h eavier con tribution s for th e govern ­ 
m en t’s support. 
T h a t is som ewh at h eroic treatm en t, but It Is th e 
on ly kin d wh ich will brin g th e desired result. 
W h en 
F'ran ce gets back upon a cash basis an d is able to 
pay h er bills as th ey accrue, h er credit will improve 
an d th e world at large will feci more con fiden ce in 
h er In ten tion an d h er ability ultim ately to take care 
of large debts sh e la owin g abroad. 
Th e Un ited States passed th rough much th e aams 
ex perien ce followin g th e civil war, wh en h er g reen ­ 
back curren cy wen t down to 30 cen ts on th e dollar.

veaia old. The creed is, therefore, 
an impertinence In tn« church, and 


reproach on God's wisdom 
The Bible gives us a complete and 


trustworthy record of the terms of 
salvation and since sin is the same, 
since there are no new ains today, 
since God Is the same (Heb. 13:8), 
since man's natuie Is the same, 
these terms are the same today. 


The apriorlsm of "the fathers" Is 


still opportune. If the creed con- 
tains more than the Bible, it con- 
tains too much.

That Started Great Chicago Fire; Believes He 


Is Onl" nne Living Who Saw Its Origin

My, that was life's greatest mo- ; 
m*nt! 
That little burning: barn was to 
d*»trox f!90,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty, nearly one-third of the city, 
would cause two hundreds deaths. 
would lay waste 2,100 acres of the 
city, and would make 70,000 out of 
the city's population 
of 
324,000 
homeless,—but the, alf ht of that, 
«ac«rly burning blaze made life's 
V.Neatest moment for one little boy. 


'« He wa« there, right beside 
the 
fire, as little boys always want to 
be, but are not always. 
Others would say. 
"Looky, It 
started right here." "Oh. see, here's 
a little- bit o' hay that didn't get 
burned." 
But he would say, "I waa here. 


I saw it." 
That was long:, long: ago that a 


ijttTo hoy-« »v*« pop**<1 wirtA at the 
flaming barn, and caw the embers 
flying to other roofs, 
and that he 


heard the wind rise suddenly to a 
gale; he believes he is the only liv- 
ing person that can truthfully tell 
of the origin of the great Chicago 
fire, for he was there at its small 
beginning. 


He knew the cow that kicked over 


the lantern that started the blnze 
that burned the barn that ruined 
Chicago! 
" - 
There have been cows that Jumpec 


over moons and cows that people 
have reverenced, 
but 
there 
has 


- never been a cow .like the Widow 


O'Leary's that? vented her anger on 
a thin glass lantern and wrecked 
a city and earned a place in his- 
tory. Moon-jumping 
cows 
have 


never got beyond nursery rhymes, 
but "one lanter-kicking- cow leaped 
right out of her mundane past and 
future into historical Immortality, 
even though to accomplish the feat 
she was obliged to make a martyr 
of herself. 


Studied in Lincoln. 


The little boy who was within a 


few feet of the Initial blaze of the 
Chicago fire and who watched the 
flamee eat from barn to house and 
from house to store Is 
now 
an 


Omaha Ice cream manufacturer, J. 
A. Pa*4°e. He la also a former Lin- 
colnite. 
In Lincoln, Mr. Pardoe completed 


his education under the supertn- 
tendency of W. "W. W. Jones, one of 
the well known superintendents of 
early days in the city. He was also 
a member of the Capital City base- 
ball team, when it met all the team's 
of eastern Nebraska and came home 
with championships for many suc- 
cessive seasons. 


The Chicago home of the family 


was located on Maxwell street, at 
the end of Clinton street. In those 
days, the little boy could look di- 
rectly north from Clinton for un- 
told miles. Then a beautiful and re- 
spected residential section, it has 
-deteriorated into 
one of the most, 


disreputable neighborhoods in the 
country. Later, his parents moved 
to West Twelfth street, a short dis- 
tance west of Jefferson. 


One of the duties of little John 


Pardoe, then 11 years old, waa to 
bring home the family milk each 
day from Mrs. O'Leary's- house Sit- 
uated at 137 De Koven street on 
the west side of Chicago, about four 
blocks and a half from his home. 
October 9, 1871, the little boy went 
for hie usual pall of milk, which 
was given to him by Mrs. O'Leary, 
the last milk ever given by the 
cow that kicked over the lantern 
that started the blaze. 
Wanted Some Milk. 


Presumably, according 
to 
Mr. 


Pardoe. the excitement started while 
Mrs. O'Leary was filling his pail. 


A young man was occupying Mrs. 


O'Leary's best front rooms and he, 
evidently, took a sudden desire for 
some milk. 
To 
milk 
was 
his 


only purpose in going to the barn 
on the rear of the lot, but, inci- 
dentally, he made a little history. 


Bossy looked a little askance at 


the novice milker and decided to

after the two days and nights of 
panic and havoc were over. 
Little John started home with his 


full milk pail through tb • brisk 
October evening, but started was all 
he accomplished 
for some hours. 


Just outside the front gate he heard 
the fire alarm fiom the Little Giant 
engine house and he thought he 
might get to visit a fire to en- 
liven the quiet Sunday evening. 


He did.Dream Come* True. 
In. one moment after the fire gong 


had sounded, he saw the barn ablaze 
and knew that his dream of a fire 
was a dream come true. He was the 
first human being 
at 
the 
barn, 


which he reached through the alley, 
and the only one for some minutes. 
He tried to open the alley door and 
failed. 
Bossy had. had her moment of 


triumph, but it hadn't lasted long 
She and another cow in the barn 
died in the conflagration. 


The Little Giant company ar- 


rived shortly, but it was too late 
to save the barn and the heat was 
so intense everyone had to retreat. 


As he was backing down the al- 


ley the gale that added so to the 
danger suddenly swept down the 
alley, pinioned the little boy against 
a fence, and blew the burning em- 
bers from, the barn on to other roofs. 


The fire alarms In those days were 


in towers, where each fireman took 
a turn scanning his district for a 
fire, somewhat like the forest look- 
outs of today, and the alarm was 
the .ringing of a clanging fire bell in 
the tower. Fire plugs had their re- 
spective numbers in each district. 


Fire 
engines 
and 
hose 
carts 


•weren't mere inanimate structures 
of wood and brass in those days, 
steaming down the street mechani- 
cally. They were magnificient sights 
then, dashing down the street in 
their shining red and yellow, drawn 
by splendid horses, 
with 
manes 


flying and hoofs pounding. 


The hope carts were great reels on 


high wheels, drawn by one horse, 
with the driver high upon a single 
seat and the hose 
man 
clinging 


gaily and precariously to a cross rod 
and standing on the back steps of 
the cart. They appeared unwleldly, 
but were well balanced, so that the 
load was carried on the wheels and 
not on the saddle of the horse. The 
engines were the striking affairs, 
for they were two and sometimes 
four-horse affairs. 


Gale Spreads Fire. 


When the wind arose Immediately 


after the fire in Mrs. O'Leary's barn 
started, it carried the bits of burn- 
ing boards all over the neighbor- 
hood, but largely to the nort hand 
east. The wind soon became a ter- 
rific sale and the homes 
of 
the 


friends and neighbors who had gos- 
siped over the back fences and cared 
for one another's babies, and gone 
down town together. »were making 
their last sacrifice together to the 
fire god. Ere long, however. It had 
gone far beyond the homes of the 
neighborhood and had taken toll of 
acres and acres of little Chicago 
homes, the fire coming from two 
directions and meeting above 
the 


dark shingled roofs, red tn the ter- 
rible glow. 


"It was aiily a few hours after the 


fire started," according to Mr. Par- 
doe, 
"when I looked north on Canal 


street at west Twelfth street and 
saw a complete archway high In the 
air. a most beautiful but startling 
sight. Many other streets looking 
north showed the 
same heavenly 


blazes of light, as the flames met." 


There was a large oil warehouse 


on the river slip next north of the 
Twelfth street 
bridge, 
containing 


thousands of barrels filled with oil 
From some source came the order 
to pour the oil In the Chicago to 
pj re vent. If possible, greater loss 
of life and destruction of property. 
The oil floated out on the river and

made by Robert Glider at 
Long's 


Hill, near Omaha, in 1006 He un- 
earthed a large number of human 
ci ania and other bonos, some of 
which weie found a«« far as twelve 
feet below the surface. In yellow 
loes soil, which showed no evidence 
of having been moved or disturbed 
in any way 
At the time of his disco\ cry many 


scientists Usited the place and in 
Bulletin No 33. Issued by the Bureau 
of American Ethnology, a summing 
up of the eUdence obtained was 
made by Doctor Ales Hrdlica, who 
does not consider these remains 
to be of extieme 
antiquity, 
and 


gives as his opinion that the thour 
sand yeais could account for theh 
occurence in this place. Admitting 
that he is light, the question of their 
origin still remains and of how long 
their ancestors dwelt here before 
that time. There is no evidence to 
prove that they did not live near 
this spot-a thousand years or even 
many thousand years before that, 
and we cannot dispute the fact that 
human life, even in Nebraska, may 
have extended back o\ er a much 
longer period than we suppose.

It is immaterial to a discussion 


of our early peoples whether the 
Pawnees originally same from the 
east or west, as long as we do "know 
they were here many years before 
known history. Writers upon the 
subject readily admit their Inability 
to judge with any certainty the date 
of their arrival, but all seem to 
dprrc that it w a^ long before cor- 
onado's expedition in 1541.
